What I know is better than what I do 
not know.” Marwan said, “People do 
not sit to listen to our Khutba after As- 
Saldt, so I delivered the Khutba before

been drowned; please invoke Allah for 
us (to stop the rain).” So the Prophet. 

ys wi raised both his hands and said, 
“O Allah! Round about us and not on 
us.” So, in whatever direction he 
pointed with his hands, the clouds 
dispersed and cleared away, and Al- 
Madina’s (sky) became clear as a hole 
in between the clouds. The valley of 
Qanat remained flooded and went on 
flowing for one month, none came 
from outside but talked about the 
abundant rain.

By Allah, Allah’s Messenger w 
jue did not say that a believer is 
punished by the weeping of his 
relatives, but he said, ‘Allah increases 
the punishment of a disbeliever because 
of the weeping (crying aloud) of his 
relatives.”” ‘Aisha U4 0 ,s, further 
added, “The Qur’An is sufficient for 
you (to clear up this point) As Allah jus 
has stated: ‘No bearer of burdens shall 
bear the burden of another.’ ” (V.35:18 

— (V.6:164). Ibn ‘Abbas ue wi 2, then 
said, “Only Allah ys makes to whom 
He wills laugh, and makes to whom he 
wills weep.” Ibn ‘Umar ups us 2, did not 
say anything after that. Sahih Al-

537. Narrated ‘Urwa: It was 
mentioned before ‘Aisha UY ws, that 
Ibn ‘Umar Uys, attributed the 
following statement to the Prophet ..

and said, ‘They hear what I say...’ She 
added, but he said, ‘Now they know 
very well, what I used to tell them was 
the truth.’”

“So verily, you (O Muhammad 4 wi 
u—, ) cannot make the dead to 
hear.’(V.30:52) “But you cannot make 
hear those who are in graves.”

~-, from (his) distress.” (Sahih

Dhar! Do you see the mountain of 
Uhud?’ And on that I (Aba Dhar) 
started looking towards the sun to judge 
how much remained of the day as I 
thought that Allah’s Messenger ate a 
.-, wanted to send me to do something 
for him and I said, ‘Yes!’ He said, ‘I do 
not love to have gold equal to the 
mountain of Uhud unless I spend it all 
(in Allah’s Cause) except three Dinar’. 
These people do not understand and 
collect worldy wealth. No, by Allah, 
neither I ask them for worldly benefits 
nor am] in need of their religious legal 
verdicts and advices till I meet Allah yu 
(The Honourbale, The Majestic)” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 489, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 11. Exhortation to spend, 
and glad tidings of compensation for 
the one who spends (in good works). 


580. Narrated Abi Huraira uw ,s,:

“Allah 4,5. said, ‘Spend (O man), and I 
shall spend on you.’” He also said,

Aba 
Talha said, ‘I will do so, O Allah’s 
Messenger.” Then Abd Talha 
distributed that garden amongst his 
relatives and his cousins.” (Sahih Al- 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 540, Vol. 2) 


583. Narrated Maimina yx ws, , the 
wife of the Prophet ,1., wi wi 1. that she 
manumitted her slave-girl and the 
Prophet ..,. wi, said to her, “You 
would have got more reward if you had 
given the slave-girl to one of your 
maternal uncles.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 767-A, Vol.3) 


584. Narrated Zainab, the wife of 
‘Abdullah (bin Mas‘tid) ue wi ,s, | was 
in the mosque and saw the Prophet wi .. 
jy e Saying, “O women! Give alms 
even from your ornaments.” Zainab 
used to provide for ‘Abdullah and those

CHAPTER 24. Proof of the reward 
for the giver of charity even if it goes 
in the hands of an underserving 
person. 


601. Narrated Abi Huraira us wi ,s,: 
Allah’s Messenger 2, «4 wi 1 said, “A 
man said that he would give something 
in charity. He went out with his object 
of charity and unknowingly gave it to a 
thief. Next morning the people said that 
he had given his object of charity toa 
theif. (On hearing that) he said, ‘O 
Allah! All the praises and thanks are 
for You. I will give alms again.’ And 
so he again went out with his alms and 
(unknowingly) gave it to an adulteress. 
Next morning the people said that he 
had_ given his alms to an adulteress last 
night. The man said, ‘O Allah! All the 
praises and thanks are for You. (I gave 
my alms) to an adulteress. I will give 
alms again.’ So he went out with his 
alms again and (unknowingly) gave it 
to a rich person. (The people) next 
morning said that he had given his alms 
to a wealthy person. He said, ‘O Allah! 
All the praises are for You. (I had given 
alms) to a thief, to an adulteress and to 
a wealthy man.’ Then someone came 
and said to him, ‘The alms which you 
gave to the thief, might make him 
abstain from stealing, and that given to 
the adulteress might make her abstain 
from illegal sexual _ intercourse 
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(adultery), and that given to the 
wealthy man might make him takea 
lesson from it and spend his wealth 
which Allah js has given him, in 
Allah’s Cause.’” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 502, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 25. The reward for an 
honest trustee (store-keeper) and for 
the woman who gives in charity from 
the household of her husband, either 


with his permission or it is 
customary, without wasting the 
property.

Muslim trustee (store-keeper) who 
carries out the orders of his master and 
pays fully what he has been ordered to 
give with a good heart, and pays to that 
person to whom he was ordered to pay, 
is regarded as one of the two charitable 
persons.”

A man 
who gives charitable gifts so secretly 
that his left hand does not know what 
his right hand has given (i.e. nobody 
knows how much he has given in 
charity), and 7. And a person who 
remembers Allah ys in seclusion and 
his eyes become flooded with tears.”

CHAPTER 31. The best charity is 
the charity that is given when one is 
healthy and niggardly.

Which 
charity is the most superior in reward?” 
He replied, “The charity which you 
practice while you are healthy, 
niggardly and afraid of poverty and 
wish to become wealthy.

the shoes). So I love to wear similar 
shoes. And about the dyeing. of hair 
with Hinna; no doubt I saw Allah’s 
Messenger i... wi .1- dyeing his hair 
with it and that is why I like to dye (my 
hair with it). Regarding Jhlal, I did not 
see Allah’s Messenger s~, Wr uw 1. 
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assuming Jh/d/ till he set out for Hajj.”

We 
were afraid that we might be left behind 
(separated) from the Prophet ,v, ate wi we , 
so I went in search of the Prophet w 
py ae and made my horse to run ata 
galloping speed at times and let it go 
slow at an ordinary speed at other times 
till I met aman from the tribe of Bani 
Ghifar at midnight. I asked him, 
‘Where did you leave the Prophet wi 
py ote 2?’ He replied, ‘I left him at 
Ta‘hun and he had the intention of 
having the mid day rest at As-Suqya.’ I 
followed the track and joined the 
Prophet .., «se wt wu» and said, ‘O Allah’s 
Messenger! Your people (companions) 
send you their greetings, and (ask for) 
Alléh’s Blessings upon you. They are 
afraid lest they may be left behind; so 
please wait for them.’ I added, ‘O 
Allah’s Messenger! I hunted an onager 
and some of its meat is with me.” The 
Prophet ,., . wt. told the people to eat 
it, though all of them were in the state 
of Ihram.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith 
No. 47, Vol. 3) 


745. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Abi 
Qatéda . ws, that his father had told 
him that Allah’s Messenger 1, ie w 1 
set out for Hajj and so did his 
companions.

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‘| (1.744) Perhaps Abi Qatada .+.,,s, hurried to reach the Prophet 4, s+. so that he 
might ask him whether it was legal for the Muhrim to eat from that game, since some of 


his companions had refused to eat.

Abid Qatada chased 
the onagers and attacked and wounded 
a she-onager. They got down and ate 
some of its meat and said to each other,

onager’s meat, and when they met 
Allah’s Messenger ,-, «0 wu they 
asked,“O Allah’s Messenger! We had 
assumed /hrdm with the exception of 
Abii Qatada and we saw (a group) of 
onagers. Abii Qatada attacked them and 
wounded a she-onager from them. Then 
we got down and ate from its meat. 
Later, we said, (to each other), ‘How do 
we eat the meat of the game and we are 
in astate of Ihrdm?’ So, we carried the 
rest of its meat.” The Prophet ,., ute a 10 
asked, “Did anyone of you order (Abia 
Qatdda) to attack it or point at it?” They 
(we) replied in the negative. He said, 
“Then eat what is left of its meat.” 
(Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 50, Vol. 3)

Aba 
Ayyab Al-Ansari oe wi —s, csught hold 
of the sheet of cloth (with wich he was 
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screening himself during his bath) and 
lowered it till his head appeared before 
me, and then told somebody to pour 
water on his head, (that man) poured 
water and he (Abt Ayyib) rubbed his 
head with his hands by bringing them 
from back to front and from front to 
back and _ said, “I saw the Prophet wi. 
peyese doing like this.” (Sahih Al 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 66, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 14.What to do with a 
Muhrim if he dies?

Those who had assumed [hradm 
for ‘Umra (Hajj-at-Tamattu ‘) 
performed the Tawdf round the Ka‘ba 
and Sa‘y (going) between As-Safa and 
Al-Marwa and_ then finished their 
Ihrdm (i.e. performed their ‘Umra, and 
then assumed the new J/hrdm for their 
Hajj from Makka and performed all the

We dismounted at 
Sarif and the Prophet .L, 4 wiv» said to 
his companions, “Whoever has not got 
the Hady with him and likes to make it 
as ‘Umra, he could do it, but he who 
has got the Hady with him should not 
do it.” The Prophet ju, we wi. and some 
of his wealthy companions had the 
Hady with them, so they did not finish 
their Jhrdm after performing the ‘Umra. 
The Prophet w, ut wi te came to me and 
found me weeping. He asked me the 
reason for it. I replied, “I have heard of 
what you have said to your companions 
and I cannot perform the ‘Umra.”

If I had not 
brought the Hady with me, I would 
have finished my Jhrdm as you will do, 
so finish your Jhrdm. If I had formerly 
known what, I came to know lately, I 
would not have brought the Hady with 
me.”

He (‘Ali) us wi ,s, said, “I have assumed

which they had come for ‘Umra (i.e. to 
perform the Tawdf of the Ka‘ba and 
Sa‘y between As-Safa and Al-Marwa), 
to get their hair cut short and then to 
finish their Jhrdm with the exception of 
those who had the Hady with them.

So when she became 
clean from her menses, and she had 
performed Tawdf of the Ka‘ba, she 
said, “O Allah’s Messenger! You 
(people) are returning with both Hajj 
and ‘Umra and I am returning only 
with Hajj!” So, he ordered ‘Abdur 
Rahman bin Abd Bakr wy wi ,2, to go 
with her to At-Tan‘im. Thus she 
performed ‘Umra after the Hajj in the 
month of Dhul-Hijja.

‘Urwa added, “They (the 
Hums) used to stay at Al-Muzdalifa and 
used to depart from there (to Mina) and 
so they were ordered to proceed to 
‘Arafat (by Allah’s order).” (Sahih Al- 
Bukhdri, Hadith No. 726, Vol. 2) 
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a (H.763) This may also mean that the performance of ‘Umra during the months of Hajj was 
permissible contrary to what the pagans of the pre-Islamic period believed. (Fath Al-Bari,

Then I went to one of the 
women of Bani Qais and she took out 
the lice from my head. Later, I assumed 
the Ihram for Hajj. So, I used to give 
this verdict to the people till the 
caliphate of ‘Umar w wi,s, . When! 
told him about it, he said, “If we take 
(follow) the Holy Book, then it orders 
us to complete Hajj and ‘Umra (Hajj- 
at-Tamattu‘) and if we follow the 
Sunna (legal ways) of Allah’s 
Messenger 2, .u wit , then Allah’s 
Messenger 1.) 4 wi i. did not finish his 
Thraém till the Hady had reached its 
destination (had been slaughtered), (i.e. 
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Hajj-al-Qiran). (Sahih  Al-Bukhéri, 
Hadith No. 782, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 23. Permissibility of 
Hajj-at-Tamattu‘. 


767. Narrated ‘Imran bin Husain 1 5s, 
tye : The Verse of Hajj-at-Tamatta‘ 
was revealed in Allah’s Book, so we 
performed it with Allah’s Messenger 
pes cle wi te and nothing was revealed in 
the Qur’a4n to make it illegal, nor did 
the Prophet .W, ww prohibit it till he 
died. But the man (who regarded it 
illegal) just expressed what his own 
mind suggested. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 43, Vol. 6) 


CHAPTER 24. A person performing 
Hajj-at-Tamattu‘ is _ obliged’ to 
sacrifice an animal (Hady) and if he 
cannot do it, then he should observe 
Saum (fast) for three days during the 
Hajj and_ seven days when he return 
to his family. 


768. Narrated Ibn ‘Umar Upe uw 5s, : 
During the last Hajj (Hajjat-ul-Wada ‘) 
of Allah’s Messenger ,U, u wi,» he 
performed ‘Umra and Hajj together 
and offered Hady, which he drove with 
him from  Dhul-Hulaifa. Allah’s 
Messenger p-,.u 0,1 Started by 
assuming Jhrdm for ‘Umra and Hajj 
together and offered Hady. And the 
people too, performed the ‘Umra and 
Hajj together along with the Prophet 
py cue ui . Some of them brought the 
Hady and drove it along with them, 
while the others did not. So, when the 
Prophet w, uw wis. arrived at Makka he 
said to the people, “Whoever among 
you has driven the Hady, should not 
finish his Jhrdm till he completes his 
Hajj. And whoever among you has not 
brought (driven) the Hady with him, 
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should perform the Tawdf of the Ka‘ba 
and the Sa‘y (Tawaf) between As-Safa 
and AlJ-Marwa, then cut short his head- 
hair and finish his /hrdm, and should 
later assume Jhrdm for Hajj; but he 
must offer a Hady (sacrifice); and if 
anyone cannot afford a Hady, he should 
observe Saum (fast) for three days 
during the Hajj and seven days when 
he returns home (Hajj-at-Tamattu‘). 
The Prophet ., 1 wv. performed the 
Tawaf of the Ka‘ba on_his arrival (at 
Makka); he touched the (Black Stone) 
corer first of all and then did Ramal 
(fast walking and moving of the 
shoulders) during the first three rounds, 
and during the last four rounds he 
walked (normally) round the Ka’ba. 
After finishing the Tawdf of the Ka‘ba, 
he offered a two Rak‘a prayer at 
Magqdam Ibrahim, and after finishing the 
prayer he went to As-Safa and Al- 
Marwa and performed seven round of 
Sa‘y (Tawaf) between them and did not 
do any deed forbidden because of 
Thrdm, till he finished all the duties of 
his Hajj and sacrificed his Hady on the 
day of Nahr (10th day of Dhul-Hijja). 
He then hastened onwards (to Makka) 
and performed the Tawdf (al-Ifada) of 
the Ka‘ba, and then everything that was 
forbidden because of /hrdm became 
permissible. Those who took and drove 
the Hady with them did the same as 
Allah’s Messenger ,-, wi wo did (i.e. 
Hajj-al-Qirdn). (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 750-A, Vol. 2) 


769. Narrated ‘Urwa uw wis, : ‘Aisha 
ise wis, informed me about the Hajj and 
‘Umra together of the Prophet 1, at a to 
and so did the people who were with 
him (during that Hajj and ‘Umra 
together). A narration similar to the 
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narration of Ibn ‘Umar Uys «0 4, (i.e. 
Hadith No. 768). (Sahih Al-Bukhri, 
Hadith No. 750-B, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 25. A Qérin should not 
finish his state of Ihradm except the 
time when a Mufrid finishes his 
Thram. 


770. Narrated Hafsa yx ws, , the wife 
of the Prophet 1.1. wi, , that she 
asked, “O Allah’s Messenger! Why 
have the people finished their Jhradm 
after performing ‘Umra, but you have 
not finished your Jhradm after 
performing ‘Umra?” He replied, “I 
have matted my _  head-hair and 
garlanded my Hady. So I will not finish 
my lhram till I have slaughtered (my 
Hady).” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith 
No.637, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 26. A Muhsar can finish 
his state of Jhraém, and _ the 
permissiblity of Hajj-al-Qiran. 


771. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar 
Lage tis, When he set out for Makka 
with the intention of performing ‘Umra 
in the period of Al-Fitnah (trial and 
affliction etc), he said, “If I should be 
prevented from reaching the Ka‘ba, 
then I would do the same as we did 
while in the company of Allah’s 
Messenger ,, we wi.” So, he assumed 
the Ihrdm for ‘Umra since the Prophet 
piny aye att. te had assumed the Jhrdm for 
‘Umra in the year of Al-Hudaibiya. 
Then ‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar ups wi ,«, 
thought about it and said, “The 
conditions for both Hajj and ‘Umra are 
one and the same.”

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performance of Hajj obligatory for 
myself along with ‘Umra.” He then 
performed one Sa‘y (Tawaf between 
As-Safa and Al-Marwa) for both of 
them (i.e. Hajj and ‘Umra) and 
considered that to be sufficient for him 
and offered a Hady. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 40, Vol. 3) 


772. Narrated Ibn “Umar ue ws, : 
When he intened to perform Hajj in the 
year when Al-Hajjaj attacked Ibn Az- 
Zubair ups wi ,s, , somebody said to Ibn 
‘Umar us wis, ,“There is a danger of 
an impending fighting between them.” 
Ibn ‘Umar us wis, said, “Verily, in 
Allah’s Messenger ji. we w te you have 
a good example to follow, (and if it 
happened as you say) then I would do 
the same as Allaéh’s Messenger had 
done. I make you witness that I have 
decided to perform ‘Umra.” Then he 
set out and when he reached Al-Baida, 
he said, “The ceremonies of both Hajj 
and ‘Umra are one and the same. I 
make you witness that I have made 
Hajj compulsory for me along with 
‘Umra.” He drove (to Makka) a Hady 
which he had bought from (a place 
called) Qudaid and did not do more 
than that. He did not slaughter the Hady 
or finish his Jhrdm, or shave or cut 
short his head-hair till the day of 
slaughtering the sacrifices (10th Dhul- 
Hijja). Then he slaughtered his Hady 
and shaved his head and considered the 
first Sa‘y (Tawdaf of As-Safa and Al- 
Marwa) as sufficient for Hajj and 
‘Umra. Ton ‘Umar Uys ws, said, 
“Allah’s Messenger ,-, ws wi .. did the 
same.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
704, Vol. 2) 
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CHAPTER 27. AHajj-al-Ifrad and 
Hajj-al-Qirdn (combining Hajj and 
‘Umra in one Ihraém). 


773. Narrated Ibn ‘Umar us u ,s,: 
The Prophet ,, % i... assumed the 
state of lhram for Hajj and we too 
assumed it for Hajj with him. When we 
arrived at Makka, the Prophet ww wi .. 
yw, said, “Whoever does not possess a 
Hady should regard his Jhrdm for 
‘Umra only.” The Prophet .v, oe wu 
had a Hady with him. ‘Ali bin Abi 
Talib came to us from Yemen with the 
intention of performing Hajj. The 
Prophet ,., we wi 42 said (to him), “With 
what intention have you assumed the 
Thrém, for your wife is with us?”

Then ‘Uthmaén uw ,=, 
performed the Hajj and the first thing 
he started with was Tawdf of the Ka‘ba 
and it was not ‘Umra alone. And then 
Mu‘awiyya we. ,s, and ‘Abdullah bin 
“Umar did the same. I 
performed Hajj with Ibn Az-Zubair ,., 
wei and the first thing he started with 
was Tawaf of the Ka‘ba and it was not 
‘Umra alone, (but Hajj and ‘Umra 
together). Then I saw the Muhdjirin 
(emigrants) and Ansdr doing the same 
and it was not ‘Umra alone. And the 
last person I saw doing the same was 
Ibn ‘Umar, and he did not do another 
‘Umra after finishing the first. Now 
here is Ibn ‘Umar present amongst the 
people! They neither ask him nor 
anyone of the previous ones. And all 
these people, on entering Makka, 
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would not start with anything unless 
they had performed Tawdf of the 
Ka‘ba, and would not finish their 
Ihrém. And no doubt, I saw my mother 
and my aunt, on entering Makka doing 
nothing before performing Tawdf of the 
Ka‘ba, and they would not finish their 
Ihrém. And my mother informed me 
that she, her sister, As-Zubair and such 
and such persons had assumed Jhram 
for ‘Umra and after passing their hands 
over the corner (the Black Stone) (i.e. 
finished their ‘Umra) they finished 
their Jhrdm.” (Sahih Al-Bukhri, 
Hadith No. 705, Vol. 2) 


776. Narrated ‘Abdullah, the slave of 
Asma’ bint Abi Bakr Up. ws, : 
Whenever Asma’ passed by Al-Hajiin, 
he used to hear her saying, “May Allah 
bless His Messenger Muhammad 1 ,u. 
py 4s . Once we dismounted here with 
him, and at that time we were travelling 
with light luggage; we had a few riding 
animals and a little food ration. I, my 
sister ‘Aisha, Az-Zubair and such and 
such persons performed ‘Umra, and 
when we had passed our hands over the 
Ka‘ba (i.e. performed Tawdfround the 
Ka‘ba and between As-Safa and Al- 
Marwa) we finished our Jhrdm. Later 
on we assumed J/hrdm for Hajj the 
same evening.”

‘Urwa « ws, said, “He 
says that Allah’s Messenger j1., a wi to 
performed ‘Umra four times and one of 
them was in the month of Rajab.” 
‘Aisha yu wi ,s, said, “May Allah be 
Merciful to Abia ‘Abdur Rahman! The 
Prophet ., «ie wi did not perform any 
‘Umra except that he was with him, 
and he never performed any ‘Umra in 
Rajab.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
4, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 36. The superiority of 
performing ‘Umra in Ramadan.

The people came 
out for their jobs and some of them 
said, ‘Muhammad (has come) along 
with his army.’ We conquered Khaibar, 
took the captives and the booty was 
collected. Dihya came and said, ‘O 
Allah’s Prophet p., a ww. ! Give mea 
slave-girl from the captives.’ The 
Prophet yu wit said, “Go and take 
any slave-girl.” He took Safiyya bint 
Huyai. A man came to the Prophet 
poy ee i te and said, ‘O Allah’s 
Messenger! You gave Safiya bint 
Huyait to Dihya and she is the head- 
mistress of the (ladies of) the tribes of 
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Quraiza and An-Nadir and she befits 
none but you.’

Dihya came with her and when the 
Prophet ,1- 4 w+ saw her, he said to 
Dihya, ‘Take any slave-girl other than 
her from the captives.’ ” Anas added: 
“The Prophet sp, ,. then 
manumitted her and married her.” 
Thabit asked Anas, “O Aba Hamza! 
What did the Prophet .L, we w pay her 
(as Mahr)?” He said, “(She) herself 
was her Mahr for he manumitted her 
and then married her.” Anas added, 
“While on the way, Umm Sulaim 
dressed her for marriage (ceremony) 
and at night she sent her as a bride to 
the Prophet ., ut wi 1» . So the Prophet 
iy we wi te Was bridegroom and he said, 
‘Whoever has anything (for food) 
should bring it.’ He spread out a leather 
sheet (for the food) and some brought 
dates and others cooking-butter. [I 
think he (Anas) mentioned As-Sawiq]. 
So they prepared a dish of Hais (a kind 
of meal). And that was the marriage 
banquet of Allah’s Messenger 1 a 
ws .”

901. Narrated Aba Misa u wi 2, :

CHAPTER 14. Marriage of Zainab

914. Narrated Abi Sa‘id Al-Khudri 
ue i. 2, : We got female captives in the 
war booty and we used to do coitus 
interruptus with them. So we asked 
Allah’s Messenger ,., ut wt t+ about it 
and he said, “Do you really do that?” 
Repeating the question thrice, and then 
added: “There is no person that is 
destined to exist but will come into 
existence till the Day or Resurrection.” 
(Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 137,

915. Narrated Jabir a wi ,2,: We used to 
practise coitus interruptus while the 
Qur’4n was being revealed’. (Jabir 
added: We used to practise coitus 
interruptus during the lifetime of 
Allah’s Messenger 1, uw 2 while the 
Qur’an was being revealed).

916. Narrated ‘Aisha yx wis, , the 
wife of the Prophet 1, ww .. : While 
the Prophet jv, uw wi. was with me (in 
my house) I heard a man asking 
Hafsa’s permission to enter her house. 
‘Aisha Ue wi ,, said, “I said, O Allah’s 
Messenger! I think the man is Hafsa’s 
foster uncle.” ‘Aisha added, ““O Allah’s 
Messenger! There is a man asking the 
permission to enter your house.” 
Allah’s Messenger ,, 1 wu. replied, 
“I think the man is Hafsa’s foster 
uncle.” ‘Aisha said, “If so-and-so were 
living (i.e. her foster uncle) would he 
be allowed to visit me?” Allah’s 
Messenger 4,4 wi,te said, “Yes, he 
would, as the foster suckling relations 
are treated like blood relations (in 
marital affairs),” (ie. those things 
which are illegal because of blood 
relation are to be considered illegal 
because of the corresponding foster 
suckling relations). (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 814, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 2. Suckling from the 
breast of the wife of a man makes 
marriage etc., illegal with his 
children. 


917. Narrated ‘Aisha ys wi ,, : Aflah, 
brother of Abi Al-Qu‘ais, asked 
permission to visit me after the order of 
Al-Hijdb was revealed.

Qu‘ais had nursed me.” He said, 
“Admit him, for he is your uncle. 
Taribat Yaminuki (may your right hand 
be in dust).” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith 
No. 319, Vol. 6) 


918. Narrated ‘Aisha ys ws, : Aflah 
asked permission to visit me but I did 
not allow him. He said, “Do you veil 
yourself before me although I am your 
uncle?” ‘Aisha said, “How is that?” 
Aflah replied, “You were suckled by 
my brother’s wife with my brother’s 
milk.” I asked Allah’s Messenger wi ,. 
py«uz about it, and he said, “Aflah is 
right, so permit him to visit you.”

CHAPTER 3. It is forbidden to 
marry the step-daughter of a foster- 
brother.

The Prophet , , % w: , said about 
Hamza’s daughter, “I am not legally 
permitted to marry her, as_ foster 
suckling relations are treated like blood 
relations (in marital affairs). She is the 
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daughter of my foster brother.” (Sahih

CHAPTER 4. It is forbidden to 
marry the step-daughter and the 
sister of the wife. 


920. Narrated Umm Habiba ys wi ,s, : 
I said, “O Allah’s Messenger! Do you 
like to have (my sister) the daughter of 
Abii Sufyan?” The Prophet pL, wt wi 
said, “What shall I do (with her)?” I 
said, “Marry her.” He said, “Do you 
like that?” I said, “(Yes), for even now 
I am not your only wife, so I like that 
my sister should share you with me.” 
He said, “She is not lawful for me (to 
marry).”"” I said, “We have heard that 
you want to marry.” He said, “The 
daughter of Umm Salma!”

He said, “Even if she were not 
my step-daughter, she would be 
unlawful for me to marry, for 
Thuwaiba suckled me and her father 
(Abi Salama).” So you should neither 
present your daughters, nor your sisters 
to me.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
42, Vol. 7) 


CHAPTER 8. Suckling foster-ship is 
only valid if it takes place in the 
suckling period (before two years of 
age as the child sucks with hunger).

He said, “Leave your 
camel and come into (the mosque) and 
pray two Rak‘a. | entered and offered 
the Salat (prayer). He told Bilal to 
weigh and give me one Ugiya of gold.

Allah’s Messenger ,., ww 1 said, 
“Order him (your son) to take her back 
and keep her till she is clean from her 
menses and then to wait till she gets her 
next period and becomes clean again, 
whereupon, if he wishes to keep her, he 
can do so, and if he wishes to divorce 
her he can divorce her before having 
sexual intercourse with her; and that is 
the Iddah (prescribed period) which 
Allah has fixed for the women meant to 
be divorced.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 178, Vol. 7) 


937.Narrated Yidnus bin Jubair us wi ,s,: 
Ibn ‘Umar divorced his wife while she 
was having her menses. ‘Umar (bin 
Al-Khattéb) asked the Prophet ,, ate w 
who said, “Order him (your son) to 
take her back, and then divorce her 
before her period of the ‘Iddah has 
elapsed.” I asked Ibn ‘Umar, “Will that 
divorce (during the menses) be 
counted?” He replied, “If somebody 
becomes helpless and behaves foolishly 
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(will his foolishness be an excuse for 
his misbehaviour)?" (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 250, Vol. 7) 


CHAPTER 3. Expiation is obligatory 
on the person who makes his wife 
unlawful for himself without having 
the intention of divorce. 


938. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas ups wi 2, : If 
someone says to his wife, “You are 
unlawful to me,” he must make an 
expiation (for his oath).”” Ibn ‘Abbas 
added: ‘Indeed in the Messenger of 
Allah (Muhammad vu, ue wi. ) you 
have a good example to follow...’

Once _ he went to Hafsa, the daughter of 
‘Umar and stayed with her more than 
usual. I got jealous and enquired about 
that; I was told that a lady of her folk 
had given her a skin filled with honey 
as a present, and that she made a syrup 
from it and gave it to the Prophet w .. 
jy ase to drink (and that was the reason 
for the delay). I said, “By Allah, we 
will play a trick (to prevent him from 
doing so).” So I said to Sauda bint 
Zam‘a, “The Prophet -, a wi will 
approach you, and when he comes near 
you, say: ‘Have you taken Maghdfir (a 
bad-smelling gum)?’ He will say, ‘No’. 
Then say to him: ‘Then what is this 
odour which I smell from you?’ He will 
say to you, ‘Hafsa made me drink 
honey syrup.’ Then say: ‘Perhaps the 
bees of that honey had sucked the juice 
of the tree of Al-‘Urfut." I shall also 
say the same. O you, Safiyya, say the 
same.” Later Sauda said, “By Allah, as 
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(11.940) AI- ‘Urfut is the tree which produces Maghdfir. 
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soon as he (the Prophet », 1 uw ) 
stood at the door, I was about to say to 
him what you had ordered me to say 
because I was afraid of you.” So when 
the Prophet ~~, wu ,1. came near 
Sauda, she said to him, ‘O Allah’s 
Messenger!

Then all the other wives of 
the Prophet .L, ws w 1 did the same as I 
did. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 
309, Vol. 6) 


942. Narrated Mu‘adha ys ws, : 
‘Aisha Uys, said, “Allah’s 
Messenger s,s iu used to take the 
permission of that wife with whom he 
was supposed to stay overnight if he 
wanted to go to one other than her, 
after this Verse was revealed: “You (O 
Muhammad WL, ue i We ) can postpone 
(the turn of) whom you will of them 
(your wives), and you may receive 
whom you will...” (V.33:51). I asked 
‘Aisha, “What did you used to say (in 
this case)?” She said, “I used to say to 
him, ‘If I could deny you the 
permission (to go to your other wives) I 
would not allow your favour to be 
bestowed on any other person than I’.”

Then ‘Umar added, 
“By Allah, in the Pre-Islamic Period of 
Ignorance we did not pay attention to 
women until Allah revealed regarding 
them what He revealed regarding them, 
and assigned for them what He has 
assigned. Once, while I was thinking 
over a certain matter, my wife said, ‘I 
recommend that you do so-and-so.’ I 
said to her, ‘What have you got to do 
with this matter? Why do you poke 
your nose in a matter which I want to 
see fulfilled.?’ She said, ‘How strange 
you are, O son of Al-Khattéb! You 
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don’t want to be argued with whereas 
your daughter, Hafsa surely argues with 
Allah’s Messenger ,1, ut w 2 SO much 
that he remains angry for a full day!’ ” 
‘Umar then reported; how he at once 
put on his outer garment and went to 
Hafsa and said to her, “O my daughter! 
Do you argue with Allah’s Messenger 
pivy cols Ute SO that he remains angry the 
whole day?” Hafsa said, “By Allah, we 
argue with him.” Umar said, “Know 
that I warn you of Allah’s Punishment 
and the anger of Allah’s Messenger i 
p~seve , O my daughter! Don’t be 
betrayed by the one who is proud of her 
beauty because of the love of Allah’s 
Messenger ps~,.ve wit» for her (i.e. 
‘Aisha).” ‘Umar added, “Then I went 
out to Umm Salama’s house who was 
one of my relatives, and I talked to her. 
She said, ‘O son of Al-Khattab! It is 
rather astonishing that you interfere in 
everything; you even want to interfere 
between Allah’s Messenger pu. ae wi to 
and his wives!’ By Allah, by her talk 
she influenced me so much that some 
of my anger subsided. I left her (and 
went home). At that time I had a friend 
from the Ansar who used to bring news 
(from the Prophet ,1, we wi. ) in case of 
my absence, and I used to bring him the 
news if he was absent. In those days we 
were afraid of one of the kings of 
Ghassan tribe. We heard that he 
intended to move and attack us. So we 
were fearful of that. (One day) my 
Ans@ri friend unexpectedly knocked at 
my door, and said, ‘Open! Open!’ I 
said, ‘Has the king of Ghassan come 
(attacked)?’ He said, ‘No, but 
something worse; Ailah’s Messenger 
py se wi te has isolated himself from his 
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wives.’ I said, ‘Let the nose of ‘Aisha 
and Hafsa be stuck to dust (ie. 
humiliated).” Then I put on my clothes 
and went to Allah’s Messenger’s w 
p—~y aie residence, and behold, he was 
staying in one of his upper room, to 
which he ascended by a ladder, anda 
black slave of Allah’s Messenger w .. 
wy Was (sitting) at the first ladder- 
step. I said to him, ‘Inform (the Prophet 
wey ote wt ie) ‘Umar bin Al-Khattab is 
here.” Then the Prophet 2, ae wi ,1 
admitted me and I narrated the story to 
Allah’s Messenger pu) ue wi to. When | 
reached the story of Umm Salama, 
Allah’s Messenger ,-, a wi smiled 
while he was lying on a mat made of 
palm tree leaves with nothing between 
him and the mat. Underneath his head 
there was a leather pillow stuffed with 
palm fibres, and leaves ofa Saut tree 
were piled at his feet, and above his 
head hung a few water-skins. On seeing 
the marks of the mat imprinted on his 
side, I wept. He said, “Why are you 
weeping?’

Then I said to him, “O chief of 
Believers! Who were the two ladies 
from among the wives of the Prophet 
poy cue at pte regarding whom Allah ys 
said: ‘If you two (wives of the Prophet 
pig ule ai pte Namely ‘Aisha and Hafsa _,s, 
Lage ow!) turn in repentance to Allah, (it 
will be better for you), your hearts are 
indeed so inclined (to opposed what the 
Prophet .L ut wi. likes)...’ ” (V.66:4) 
He said, “I am astonished at your 
question, O Ibn ‘Abbas. They were 
‘Aisha and Hafsa.” Then ‘Umar went 
on narrating the incident and said, “I 
and an Ansari neighbour of mine from 
Bani Umaiya bin Zaid, who used to live 
in ‘Awali-Al-Madina used to visit the 
Prophet .W., uu wi. in turn. He used to 
go one day and I another day. When I 
went, I would bring him the news of 
what had happened that day regarding 
the Divine Inspiration and other things, 
and when he went, he used to do the 
same for me. We, the people of Quraish 
used to have the upper hand over our 
wives, but when we came to the Ansar, 
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we found that their women had the 
upper hand over their men, so our 
women also started learning the ways 
of the Ansari women. I shouted at my 
wife and she retorted and I disliked that 
she should answer me back. She said to 
me, ‘Why are you surprised at my 
answering you back? By Allah, the 
wives of the Prophet wL, a wi. answer 
him back and some of them may leave 
(does not speak to) him throughout the 
day till the night.’ That (talk) scared me 
and I said to her, ‘Whoever amongst 
them has done so, will be ruined!’ Then 
I proceeded after dressing myself, and 
entered upon Hafsa and said to her, 
‘Does anyone of you keep the Prophet 
piwy dale oui io angry till night.’ She said, 
‘Yes.’ I said, ‘You are a ruined and lost 
person! Don’t you fear that Allah may 
get angry for the anger of Allah’s 
Messenger uy «te wi to and thus you will 
be ruined? So do not ask more from the 
Prophet ..,. 1,1. and do not answer 
him back and do not give up talking to 
him. Ask me whatever you need and do 
not be tempted to imitate your 
neighbour (ie. ‘Aisha) in her manners 
for she is more charming than you ang 
more beloved to the Prophet ju, ue aie.” ” 
‘Umar added, “At that time a talk was 
circulating among us that (the tribe of) 
Ghassan _ were preparing their horses to 
invade us. My Ansari companion, on 
the day of his turn, went (to the town) 
and returned to us at night and knocked 
at my door violently and asked if I was 
there. I became horrified and came out 
to him. He said, ‘Today a great thing 
has happened.’ I asked, “What is it?

There he is retired alone in the upper 
room.’ I came out and sat near the 
pulpit and saw a group of people sitting 
around it and some of them were 
weeping. I sat with them for a while but 
could not endure the situation, so I 
went to the upper room where the 
Prophet ., aie wi te was and said toa 
black slave of his, ‘Will you get the 
permission (of the Prophet ) for ‘Umar 
(to enter)?’ The slave went in, talked to 
the Prophet ,1., 4 wi 1 about it and then 
returned saying, ‘I have spoken to the 
Prophet .., uw wt and mentioned you 
but he kept quiet.” Then I returned and 
sat with the group of people sitting near 
the pulpit, but I could not bear the 
situation and once again I said to the 
slave, ‘Will you get the permission for 
‘Umar?’ He went in and returned 
saying, ‘I mentioned you to him but he 
kept quiet.’

Abii As-Sanabil bin Ba‘kak, a 
man from the tribe of Bani ‘Abd-ud- 
Dar, called on her and said to her, 
“What! I see you dressed up for the 
people to ask you in marriage. Do you 
want to marry? By Allah, you are not 
allowed to marry unless four months 
and ten days have elapsed (after your 
husband’s_ death).” Subai‘a in her 
narration said, “When he (i.e. Abii As- 
Sanabil) said this to me, I put on my 
dress in the evening and went to 
Allah’s Messenger ,1., we wi. and asked 
him about this problem. He gave the 
verdict that I was free to marry as I had 
already given birth to my child and 
ordered me to marry if I wished. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 326-B, Vol. 5) 


949. Narrated Umm Salama yc wi 2, ° 
A man came to Ibn ‘Abbas ue wi 2, 
while Aba Huraira «  ,s, was sitting 
with him and said, “Give me your 
verdict regarding a lady who delivered 
a baby forty days after the death of her 
husband.” Ibn ‘Abbas said, “This 
indicates the end of one of the two 
prescribed periods.” I said, “For those 
who are pregnant, their prescribed 
period is until they deliver their 
burdens.”

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Umm Salama to ask her (regarding this 
matter). She replied, “The husband of 
Subai‘a Al-Aslamiya was killed while 
she was pregnant, and she delivered a 
baby forty days after his death. Then 
her hand was asked in marriage and 
Allah’s Messenger ..,  w i. married 
her (to somebody). Abi As-Sanabil 
was one of those who asked for her 
hand in marriage.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 432, Vol. 6)

I went to Zainab bint Jahsh when her 
brother died. She asked for perfume 
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and used some of it and said, “By 
Allah, I am not in need of perfume, but 
I have heard Allah’s Messenger wi 
p~yuXe Saying on the pulpit, ‘It is not 
lawful for a lady who believes in Allah 
and the Last Day to mourn for more 
than three days except for her husband 
for whom she should mourn for four 
months and ten days.’” Zainab (bint 
Abii Salama) further said, “I heard my 
mother, Umm Salama saying that a 
woman came to Allah’s Messenger w 
py ode and said, ‘O Allah’s Messenger! 
The husband of my daughter has died 
and she is suffering from an eye 
disease, can she apply Kohl to her 
eye?’ Allah’s Messenger py te wi te 
replied, ‘No.’ Then Allah’s Messenger 
ply ule ww! te added, ‘It is just a matter of 
four months and ten days. In the Pre- 
Islamic Period of Ignorance a widow 
among you would throw a globe of 
dung when one year has elapsed.’ ” I 
asked. Zainab, “What does throwing a 
globe of dung when one year had 
elapsed mean?” Zainab said, “When a 
lady was bereaved of her husband, she 
would live in a wretched small room 
and put on the worst clothes she had 
and would not touch any scent till one 
year had elapsed. Then she would bring 
an animal, e.g. a donkey, a sheep or a 
bird and rub her skin (body) with it. 
The animal with which she would rub 
her skin (body) would scarcely survive. 
Only then she would come out of her 
room, whereupon she would be given a 
globe of dung which she would throw 
away and then she would use 
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whatsoever of the scent she liked or the 
other.” (Sahih Al-Rukhdri, Hadith No. 
251, Vol. 7) 


951. Narrated Umm ‘Atiya yc wi, : 
We were forbidden to mourn for a dead 
person for more than three days except 
in the case of a husband for whom 
mourning was allowed for four months 
and ten days. (During that time) we 
were not allowed to put Kohl 
(antimony/eye powder) in our eyes or 
to use perfumes or to put on coloured 
clothes except adress made of ‘Asb (a 
kind of very rough and coarse cloth 
from Yemen). We were allowed to use 
Kust Azfar (very light perfumes) at the 
time of taking a bath after menses.

Or one may say, “I give you what I have and you give me 
what you have,” and thus they buy from each other without knowing how much each has had. 
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man throws his garment at another and 
the latter throws his at the former and 
the barter is complete and valid without 
examining the two objects or being 
satisfied with them.
